“What was the effect of the Chinese-Japanese war upon 
your industrial and financial condition?” | 

“The Chinese-Japanese war was followed by a 
period of over-expansion, and that in turn by a 
of depression. Baron Shibusawa, one of our 
noted financiers, states that as in every country 
there are waves of prosperity, followed by waves of 
depression, so in the economic history of Japan since the 
restoration there have been five or six such waves. He 
aids, however, that such changes do not necessarily in- 
jure the real financial condition of the country. As he 
states, the. resources of Japan are varied and fair in 
quantity. We have an abundance ef raw silk and tea 
and valuable mines of coal, copper and silver. We are 
rich in our water supply and water power, which may be 
used in the cheapening of the cost of production. Coat 
oll has been found in several parts of the empire, and 
this will doubiless take the place of coal to a large ex- 
tent. In Yeso there are coal and silver mines and oil 
fields, while Formosa is rich in gold.“ 

“On the whole,” concluded the Japanese Minister, “I 
think our outlook for a commercia! and industrial expan- 
sion is bright. We are not rich as compared with the 
United States, but our resources are as yet to a great ex- 
tent undeveloped. Our progress Along modern lines is a 
matter of comparatively recent dale, but within that time 
the country has made marvelous strides.” 

“What is the size and population of Japan?” I asked. 

“The empire contains about 161.000 square miles It is 
about four times as large as your State of Ohio Its pop- 
ulation, as shown by the census of 1900, was 47,600,000." 


Not a Fight for Territory. 


“That is more than half as many people as we have in 
the United States,” said I. “Is not Japan overcrowded, 
and is this war not after all a fight for territory?” 

“On Japan's part most eertainly not, replied Minister 
Takahira. “We have dis*inctly declared that we are not 
contending for territorial aggrandizement, and even if 
we had not made that solemn pledge there is no necessity 
for us to acquire territory for our surplus population, for 
we have abundant outlets for that as it is. ; 

“Japan is and is not overcrowded,” continued Mr. 
Takahira. “I mean by tha? that we have available terri- 
tory of our own to meet the demands of our increasing 
population, although the emizration of the Japanese is 
not as yet directed to those parts of the empire. Take 
Yeso and Formosa, for example. The Japanese govern- 


| ment has systematically endeavoted to develop the re- 


sources of those countries, it has met with fair success. 
but the climate in both territories has been an obstacle 
to their rapid development. and that especially in For- 
mosa, where the most desirable parts of the island are 
unhealthful. The goverumen js improving sanitary con- 
ditions there, and in time Fi rmosa will be a desirable 
place of residence for both Jap nese and foreigners. The 
same may be sald of Yeso, which has undeveloped ro- 
sources and which will support a large population. 
There will always be an outlet for a certain part of our 
surplus on the Asiatic continert. Many Japanese will 
settle in Korea and in the other ailjacent regions on the 
same terms as the citizens and subjects of other nations, 
and such settlement will be to the Advantage of the coun- 
tries, inasmuch as our people are Laturally peaceful and 
industrious, making exce!lent cit'‘sens wherever they 
go.” |

“You speak of Formosa, Mr. Takahira,” said l. “What 
is the condition of that colony today“ 

“Formosa is rapidly improving,” replied Minister Tak- 
ahira. Since it became a part of the Japapese empire 
its revenue has been increased by 600 per cent. It has 
been charged bat our government has done nothing for 
the betterment of its people since it became a part of tbe 
empire. This is not true. In connection with it I care 
>not do better than to quote what the Rev. W. Campbell, 
a Scotch missionary, who has lived in Formosa many 
years, says. He writes that in considering Formosa it 
must be temembered that when the Japanese took pos- 
session of it in 1895 they found the people everywhere in 
arms against them, and that they had to fight their way 
from north to south before they could establish a settled 
government. As soon as this was done they sent out 
surveyors and scientists to report on the resources of the 
newly ceded territory. A complete census of the popula- 
tion was taken in 1897, and at this time 800 miles of roads 
were made and a tramway line constructed from Takow 
to Sin-ték. This was followed by the building of a rail- | 
way from Kelung to Takow, about half of which is now 
open for goods and passenger traffic. Three cables were 
laid down connecting Formosa with Japan, China and 
the Pescadore isiands,and a telegraph and telephone sys- 
tem so improved that immediate communication is now 
possible with every important inland center. There are. 
now 100 postoffices in Formosa, and at the close of 1899 
122 government educational institutions had been estab- 
lished, of which 113 are for natives. There are ten gov- 
ernment hospitals on the island. where 60,000 patients

_ The conversation here turned to the relations bet ween 
Japan and the United States, and I asked His Excellency 
as to how his nation regarded us. He replied: 


“It is not saying too much to declare that no nation 
holds a higher placein the Japanese estimation than the 
United States. This is not alone because it was the 
United States that opened Japan to intercourse with the 
western world, but also because during the whole of that 
period, which may be termed the transition period in Ja- 
pan national life, the United States has consistently and 
disinterestedly been the helpful frfend of our empire. As 
you know one of the most important events in Japanese 
history since the time of the restoration was the conclu- 
sion of treaties whereby Japan gained a foothold of per- 
fect equality with all other nations. This marked an 
epoch in the history of international relations between 
the east and west, and no nation did more in assisting 
Japan to bring it about than the United States.” 


“You have been singularly fortunate,” continued the 
Minister, “in your representatives to my country, and as 
I call them to mind, names stand forth which I am sure 
will always have a foremost place in the history of Ja- 
pan. Commodore Perry, Townsend Harris, John A. 
Bingham and others I might mention, are names to con- 
jure with in my country because they represent in its 
fullest sense that considerate and helpful kindness that 
has always been shown in the conduct of the United 
Biates for Japan. I feel certain that as American enter- 
prise extends farther asd farther across the Pacific to 
those countries which now offer the best fields for its 
energies, the industrial, commercial and financial inter- 
ests of the two.nations will be woven more and more 
‘losely together. That this result may not be long de- 
ayed is, I can assure you, the ardent wish of the great

‘FAMOUS OLD ARMOR. 


BROUGHT TO AMERICA. 


The Duc de Dino’s collection of 

’ ‘armor, recently purchased by the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art for $400,000, arrived in the hold of the Atlantic 
Transport liner Minnehaha from London, modestly man- 
ifested as fortyAhree cases of hardware. The collection 
was admitted free of duty, but will have to go through the 
usual course prescribed by the Customs, and may re- 
main at the public stores for several weeks before it

The collection consists of about 300 pleces, including 
‘a helmet, minus the visor, supposed to have been worn 
by Joan of Arc. The Duke declares that he believes 
‘the young woman warrior actually wore the helmet. 
It is said o have been suspended at one time above 
the altar of the Church of St. Pierre du Martroy at Or- 
jeans, “where it was considered as having belonged to 
Joan.” 4 

The helmet is gashed once on the right cheek and 
twice on the left, which may indicate that Joan may 
have literally obeyed the divine injunction, and later 
perhaps have taken a fall out of the knight who tried 
to unhorse her. 

The visors of some of the casques look like the tops 
of big saltcellars. The helmets themselves are of 
many shapes, but all have either vivid or faint sug-

A piece of armor made fcr King Philip II of Spain, 
by the master armorer, Wolf de Landshut, in the year 
of the King’s marriage to Mary Tudor, is a sort of all- 
around suit, being adapted for war or pleasure, afoot 
or on horseback. It was regarded as a sort of armor 
Aress suit, and is said to have been made especially for 
the King’s marriage. 

A grotesque suit is that said to have been made in 
1515 for Charles V to wear when he was 15 year« old. 
The designer of the armor attempted to imitate the 
slashed and puffed clothing of the period. He also 
tried to reproduce in the visor something that he may 
have imagined resembled a human countenance. The 
mask suggests a Chinese false face. The general appear- 
ance of the suit is enough to frighten a.timid warrior 
of any age. 

Two pieces which will doubtiess be viewed with much 
interest and pleasure are the silver casque and shield 
of Louis XIV. A rampam dragon adorns the top of the 
helmet and the visor is in the form of a lion’s head.

For Japanese Valor. 


THE DECORATION Most DESIRED BY 
THE MIKADO’sS MEN or WAR.

F all the decofations in the gift of the Mikado, none 
():: so highly prized by his valorous Samurai as that 
of the Distinguished Order of the Golden Kite. Some, 
‘In fact most of the others, are more attractive to the 
casual eye, if one may judge by the beautiful displays 
upon the breasts of those that have held the helm of 
State or helped in a ministerial sense to guide the na- 
tion to her present climax; but to the fighting man of 
Japan none is so dear as that modest-looking medal, 
thé badge of valor in the face of the foe, the Order of 
the Golden Kite. The decoration, itself, is a small, in- 
dented-edged, oval of a beautiful green en- 
amel, upon which is placed a golden kite 
surmountiag crossed swords of purple enamel. The 
medal is suspended from the breast by a green ribbon; 
and its gift is as rare as that of the much-coveted Vic- 
toria cross of Great Britain. There are five classes of 
the order, and its bestowal generally raises the recipient 
to the peerage, if he be not Already there, and frequently 
carries with it a substantial bounty in the way of a 
pension. | 
Three of the officers that participated in the first suc- 
cessful torpedo boat attack on the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur won the distinguished service Order of the 
Golden Kite; and to one, the engineer officer who lost 
his life, the news of the gift was speeded to him by wire- 
less telegraphy happily just before he breathed his last 
aboard the Japanese hospital ship homeward bound. 
The origin of the order is decidedly picturesque and 
typifies so thoroughly the love of sentiment underlying 
the warlike spirit of the Japanese. | 
In the memorable naval engagement, now commonly 
‘known as the battle of the Yalu, between China and 
Japan, in 1894, when from noon to set of sun on that 
fateful 17th of September, the Dragon waged a losing 
fight with the Rising Sun, was born the inspiration of 
the Order of the Golden Kite.

To the visitor to Arlington, be his pilgrimage e at 
Memorial Day or at another time, the very atmosphere 
is charged with memories, and not the most potent of 
them recur to the days when this earthly paradise was 
the scene of the chivalrous hospitality of that proud race, 
the Lees of Virginia. Arlington is possessed of anpther 
element of interest to the American people from the fact 
that it was for a time the home of Widow Custis, who 
later became the wife of Gen. George Washington, when 
the estate passed to her son. From him it t 
George Washington Parke Custis, brother of the 
Nelly Custis, and from him was handed to his daughter, 
who married a young army officer, Robert E. Lee. —— 
of “Lighthorse Harry Lee.” Robert E. Lee fell in love 
with the heiress of Arlington while he was vet a ceadet 
at West Point, and ere he graduated they were engaged, 
and their wedding took place at Arlington. .The United 
States government seized Arlington during the war; 
later purchasing it for a small sum when the place was 
sold for unpaid taxes, and finally after near'y twenty 
years paid the son of Gen. Lee the sum of $150,000 in set- 
tlement of the family claim on_the property.

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MRS. WASHINGTON’'S SAUCER. 
Of the rare hand-painted porcelain dinner set that was 
presented to Martha Washington in 1783 but two pieces 
remain. One of these, a.saucer, is carefully safeguarded 
in the Washington archives of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in Washington, where it is on permanent exhibition. 
For a long time it was believed that this was the only 
specimen still in existence, but the publication in th 
Record on April 13, 1904, of the following paragraph 
brought forth an investigation which discovered the 
other remaining well-preserved specimen. The Record 
said: / 
“Only @ saucer remains of the porcelain set ted 
in 1783 to Martha Washington. This is carefully pre- 
served in the Smithsonian Institution at Washington. 
In the center appears the monogram of M' and 2 


for Martha and Washington, and about the edge is 
name of every State which was then in the Union.” 
Mr. T. Henry Sweeting of Philadelphia is the lucky 
owner of the specimen, and the story of the accident of 
its present ownership is quite interesting and K 
pletes a chain of circumstances that fully exemplify the 
typical American life. Mr. Sweeting’s specimen was 
recently submitted to the authorities in charge of the 
Washington section of the Smithsonian Institution and 
compared by them with the specimen in their posses- 
sion. It was found that Mr. Sweeting’s saucer was far 
better preserved and a much clearer specimen than the 
other. The saucer is hand-painted, with the initials in 
the center M and W.“ and in the margin ia circled a 
snake completely Surrounding the platewear with a ‘halo 
of golden rays shooting forth from the interior decora- 
tions, which are many-colored. The Latin inscription, 
“Decus et tutamen ab illo,” is engrossed on a scrol! in the 
plate. The names of the original thirteen States and 
the two States which had then been admitted to the 
Union are painted in separate links, each joined into a

The commander of the ship, 
Capt. Nomura-Tei, ordered one of the marines to catch 
the bird, which proved an easy task, for the hawk did 
not attempt to move as the man approached, but, in- 
stead, seemed to be glad to be made captive. The crew, 
with true sallorly superstition, welcomed the bird with 
enthusiasm and the religious belief that it was a heaven- 
sent messenger, and gave it every care. 

When the fleet returned to Tai-Dong-Gang, Commander 
Saito Minaru was sent by the Emperor to congratulate 
the fleet on its signal victory. On hearing from Com- 
mander Nomura-Tei, of the Takachiho, about the kite, 
he took the third back with bim to the imperial head- 
quarters, where he had the honor of presenting the hawk 
to His Majesty. The Mikado promptly named the bird 
Takachiho, after the vessel on which it had alighted, 
and had it placed with some ceremony in the imperial 
garden of Tokio. To the lover of omens, the coincidence 
of the bird alighting upon the ship it did—for Takachiho 
is especially significant in Japan—was especially pre- 
pitious. Takachiho is the name of the place where the 
divine ancestor first set his feet on descending to Japan,” 
and his kite seemingly coming straight from the skies 
and alighting upon that particular ship bore a message 
of the happiest augury to the battle-stained warriors of 
the Mikado’s fleet. On the strength of the old legend 
and the coming of the bird, the Mikado established, hy 
imperial decree in November of 1894, the Distinguished 
Service Order of the Golden Kite, and declared that 
it should be given only to those of the army and the 
navy that should make themselves conspicuous by sig- 
nal acts of great gallantry and valor in battle or before 
the enemy. 

It is significant of the great reserve with which the 
order has been given that of the many gallant actions 
during the war between China and Japan the decoration 
was bestowed in less than forty instances. At the close 
of that conflict, on three memorable occasions, the Em- 
peror, in the presence of his court, personally bestowed 
the medal upon the recipients. Looking over that list 
of forty, and bearing in mind the armies of those of 
Japan's leaders now so conspicuously before us in the 
two services, we are reminded with what rare judgment 
the gift of the order was made in 1895. 


The soldierly modesty of Marquis Aritomo Yamagato, 
then count, field marshal and inspector of the arty, is 
typified in the story current at the time the Order of 
the Golden Kite was bestowed upon him. It seems he 
was on the way to an imperial audience to have some 
papers signed, when some of his colleagues addressed 
him as Marquis. Upon asking the reason for that desi¢- 
nation he was told that as such he was gazetted on the 
list of those to be decorated with the order. He imme- 
diately asked that the list be withheld until he could 
ask for the withdrawal of his name in that associ:- 
tion, declaring that his Emperor had already done him 
more honor (ban he deserved. The Mikado, however, 
thought otherwise, and the worthy count became a mar- 
quis the next day. | | 

Another instante of a sacred bird giving an auspicious 
omen and assisting in the triumph of the imperial army 
is cited by Mr. Ito Miyoji, at one time chief secretary 
of the imperial cabinet. When the Emperor Jimmu was 
marching his forces against Nagasunehiko, a crow of 
dazzling brilliance perched upon the polat of his bow, 
and blinding the eyes of the rebels, secured victory to

HOULD a Californian go to Europe for only three 
months? From my own experience | should em- 
phatically say yes.

Although Californians do not need to go to Europe 
scenery, having more than they can properly attend to 
at home, they certainly cannot find any more beautifully 
arranged than that of Switzerland, or more sib 
and they can certainly learn how the Swiss make loads 
of money by theirs, They will also find that the fame of 
our land has penetrated even to Switzerland, and will 
see large colored photographs of Mount Lowe and Adams 
street for sale along with Swiss pictures, in the Gletscher 
Garten at Lucerne. They will also find fine specimens 
of California palms at Kew Gardens, while they 
learning how the English improve out of doors and 

a park instructive as well as beautiful. 

Since we have begun to develop a system of 
architecture all our own, we can find encouragement 
France, Switzerland and Germany. Each of these

The baggage system is certainly not so bad aa it is 
painted, although bad enough. and yet the only thing we 
lost was between the White Star dock and our hotel in 
New York, so the Buropean way is at least as safe. To 
me the railway porter is the most important and valuable 
person in Europe, and deserves a place on the cover of 
any book of travels, with the Eiffel Tower about half as 
large in the background. Besides being indispensable, 
he is comparatively honest ani obliging, especially in 
Germany and Switzerland.

Although inspiring to the untrained eye, the front of |

The portiqns of the new marble wings jut out 
far beyond it at the sides The central portico, which 
should be the superior one of the three, is the most in- 
significant. The lower rim of the great iron dome, de- 
signed to rest well back on the finished building, st!’ 
overhangs the old front wall by nine or ten feet. The 
great white thimble, with its weight of 3576 tons, has 
thus been left with an appearance of insecurity since. its 
myriad parts were bolted together in the middle of the 
last century.

Some years ago a part of the 
spring was diverted near its source by cutting a furrow, 
so that a tributary stream now passes by the door of 
nearly every one of the houses to reunite just above the 
cascade. The houses are built of soft stone obtained 
from the high slopes of the mountain dresped to fit se ex- 
actly that the mortar used is searcely needed. 
They are all built on substantially the same plan, about 
thirty feet long and ten broad, and only one story in 
height. One-half of each house is devoted to the sitting- 
room, with a large fireplace and chimney in the gable, 
the remainder being divided into two or more smaller 
rooms with communicating passages.

SPRING SALADS. 


A Few Recipes ror THE 
WEATHER PRESENT AND TO COME. 


| By a Special Coniribuior. 


With warm spring days, the appetite becomes ca- 
pricious, and spurning the heavier foods both needed 
and relished dyring the winter months, craves lighter 
aud more delicate fare. Probably nothing fille this need 
more satisfactorily, and in a more wholesome way, than 
does a cool, crisp salad, made from any of the spring 
vegetables now to be had so plentifully. 

The three recipes for salad dressing here given, while 
not elaborate in detail, give excellent results. 

French Dressing.—One tablespoonful of vinegar, three 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil, one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
the same quantity of pepper, and one tablespoonful of 
minced onion. Add salt, pepper and onion to ofl, and 
when well mingled, the vinegar. 

All salad dressings should he kept as cold as pos- 
sible, and not mixed with the salad until just before 
serving. 

Mayonnaise Dressing Fut the yolks of two raw eggs, 
with one hard-boiled yolk, into a cold bowl. Beat as 
smooth as possible before using the oil. A good rule 
is to allow one tablespoonful of c to each raw yolk. 
Beat tne oil into the egg a few drops at atime. When 
well mixed, and like jelly in consistency, add one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a pinch of Cayenne pepper, and a half 
teaspoonful of mustard. Add very gradually one table- 
spoonful each of vinegar and lemon juice. If at any 
stage it should begin to curdle, set it on jce or in a 
very cold place for a half hour, then beat again. This 
may be colored a pretty green if desired, with Pistachio, 
or if to be used for lobster salad, the coral of the lob- 
ster may be pressed through a sieve, and added to the 
dressing, giving it a pleasing pink color. 

Cream Dressing.—Beat two eggs with two tablesphon- 
fuls of sugar, add a piece of butter the size of a walnut, 
one teaspoonful of mustard, and one-half cupful of lem- 
on juice. Set the dish containing these ingredients into 
another of boiling Water and cook until a soft custard 
is formed. When cold, teat in one-half cupfal of sweet 
cream. 

Cucumber Salad.—-Pare the cucumbers and slice very 
thinly into cold water—ice water if possible—allowing 
them to remain a Halt hour. Drain well, and mix 
through them bits of parsley, and a French dressing. 
The light green of the cucumbers and the dark green 
of the parsiey form a pretty contrast most cool aud re- 
freshing to the sight on a hot summer day. | 

Frozen Tomato Salad.—Press one quart of cooked to- 
matoes through a sieve to remove seeds, with 
one teaspoonful of salt, a half teaspoonful of pepper 
anc one tabléspoonful each of vinegar and onion juice. 
Fut into a freezer and proceed as for ices, then pack 
aad let stand for two hours. Serve the frozen salad on 
a bed of shredded ctlery, sprinkle thickly with chopped 
Evglish walnuts, and cover with mayonnalse aressing. 

Cabbage and Nut Salad.—Four cupfuls of finely chop- 
ped cabDbage. one pound of chopped pecans. Stir well 
through it a cream dressing, and serve on crisp lettuce 
lea\ ea. 

Futato lad. Four medium-sized new potatoes 
bolled with jackets on. When cold cut into dice, add 
‘one cucumber cut fine, the tender inner leaves of two 
heads of lettuce shredded, and two hard boited exes 
minced fine. Stir a cream dressing through it, and set 
in a cold place for hall an hour before serving. 

Fruit Salad.—Four oranges . peeled and sliced very 
thin, one small can of pineapple drained free from juice 
and cut into small sections; three tananas sliced thin, 
one cupful of celery cut fine, and two chopped apples.

SoME or tux Onsracis IN His 
War Wuen 

From Pearson's Week 

N Britain and most of the colonies foreign commercial 

travelers can cz on their busigess uphampered by 

any special restrictions, and ut ment of any 


special tax. 
But it is far otherwise when the 


tust ian is reversed. 


As soon as a “commercial” sets foot on s at Buenos 
Ayres, in the Argéntine republic, he has apply for a 
general license, cdsting in the currency of the country 
$50, or, at the present rate of exc „about £4 7s. 6d. 
of our money. 

But this is only a preliminary. At practically every 


town and province wherein business can be done, new 
and exceedingly héavy license fees ate exacted. 

Before he can commence canvadsing Balta, for ex- 
ample, he must pay over to the local authorities £147. 
San Juan Fh ordoba, Entre 


Rios, and Santa Fé each exact £52 ls. Tucuman, £35 
to £70, according to class of firm: C rientes, £44; San- 
tiago del Estero. C 188. Buenos Ayres, £35; Jujuy, 
417 10s, and Rioja, £8 15s. i‘. 

For permission to show sam and solicit orders 
throughout Argentina, therefore, it follows that a trav- 
eler for a British firm must pay down £664 7s. 6d. 

In Austria, though no special tax is levied, the com- 
mercial” must have a certificate of identity accompanied 
by a photograph, and there is in existence a long series 
of harassing and vexatious restrictions. 

General canvassing for orders in large classes of goods. 
for instance, is altogether prohibited. The traveler must 
prove that the person giving the order expressly invites 


the soliciting party. This, of course, ig reducing the 
whole system to an absurdity. 

Beigium accords reciprocal treatment British, com- 
mercials, and consequently no restric are imposed 
upon them, nor is any ticense duty c A similar 


give-and-take policy is „peo pursued by France, Italy, 
Greece, Spain, Holland, and the United States ‘of Amer- 
ica. 

In Bolivia, on the other hand, he is ales separately 
in each one of the eleven departments and territories and 
similarly in Brasil. The latter country also levies heavy 
import duties on samples. To the aut tles of the 
Congo Free State the commercial has to pay for the priv- 
lege of exercising his calling an annual tax of 500 francs, 
plus 10 francs “head duty for his interpreter. 

On arriving in Denmark the bag mai fram Britain 
must take out a license costing 160 kronet, or about £9. 
This he must show to the head of the polite a customs 
officials of every town he visits. He must not accepi an 
order of less value than £2 4s. Japan charges a percent- 
age on business done; five yen per 10,000 yen on whole- 
sale transactions, and fifteen yen per 10,000 on retail 
ones. The Japanese yen is worth two shillings of our 
money. 

Mexico acts on the simple principle of bleeding the 
unhappy commercial as much as he be made to 
stand. There is a genera! license tax, there are separate 
state license taxes, and most large towns also levy mu- 
nicipal license taxes. Moreover. in many cases, within 
certain limits. the amount of the sum to be paid rests on 
the decision of the local official whose duty it is to as- 
Sess the impost. 

How widely the ideas of these gentlemen vary may lc 
gathered from the fact that. whereas in Chihuahua, a 
trading license. good for one month, costs only $1, the 
same document is valued at $250 ( £50) in Puebla: while 
in Sinaloa, the fee is $200 ( £40.) with the addition of 50 
per cent. State and Federal charges on the awoun of the 
tax, thus increasing it to a round $300 ( £@.) 

But the province of Tabasco excels all its sister States 
in this respect; for not only does it levy a stiff initial 
license duty, but a further tax of $10, with 30 p cent. ad- 


ditional for the Federal government, is levied by the mu- 


nicipality of each town in which the traveler may wish to 
do business. ) 

Norway charges a reeular license fee of one hundred 
kroner (£5 11s.) for each and every mont} during which 
the bag man remains in the country, whether he is at 
work or resting. ~Sweden does tle same. And in both 
countries the precaution is in force of compelling the 
holder of the license to produce it io the police authori- 
ties before entering into business negotiations in any 
town he may chance to visit. 

In Paraguay the traveler pays a 
£10 to £15 on entering the country. is is handed 
over to the Federal authorities at Assuncion. In return 
he receives a “canvassing permit: but is expressly 
warned at the same time that he is liable tp a further tax 
(amount not specified) on arrival in any of the country 
towns. | 

British commercials are permitted in Persia—on one 
condition. They must not canvass for orders for fire- 
arms, nor introduce into the country samples of such 
goods without the express authority in writing of the 
Shah. If they contravene this regulation, they are liable 
to the death penalty. 

Portugal requires each traveler remaining more than 
seven days in the country to take out a “bilhete de resi- 
dencia,” for which the-sum of 2100 reis is charged. This 
sounds like a lot of money until it is reduced to our 
standard. Then it is found to work 7 at about 7s 
4d only. 
Roumania has struck out for itself an altogether novel 
line of harassnfent. All commefcials must produce, 
whenever called upon to do so by any pplice officer or 
other official a power of attorney, aut ing them to 
receive orders for their respective houses. 

The document must be drawn up in ce with 
the laws of the country where it is i and must be 
duly legalized by the Roumanian legation in that coun-

British India has no special regulations, but a permit 
is required to enter Kashmir as a commercial. South 
Austral Tasmania, and the Seychelle Islands, also 
rire ewan to be taken out, but apparently make 


no cha Other countries, even among our own pos- 
sessions, insist upon a fee being paid for the nepessary 
permissiqn. 

British Honduras charges $5, equal to about 91 for 
Prince Ejiward Island the annual fee is $20; in Mauri- 
tius the license fee is 100 rapecs for six months. e fee 
in Cape Colony is £25; in Natal, 410 for the twelve 
months ending December 31, or £12 ler., and £6, re- 
spectively. after July 1 for the remainder of the year. 

A representative of a firm dealing in spirits is charged 
£22 10s for his license in Jamaica, but If he travels for 
any other trade the fee is only £12 1%.

We of today are natu- 
rally and not unreasonably impatient and do not care 
to walt for Nature's touch in coloring a house. So while 
we cannot produce the unexcelied coloring of time, we 
can stain in mild grays and dull brown, which are re- 
fired anu pleasing. These colors are really bleaches, 
anc produce none of the inartistic effects of most stains.

forming veritable orchards, are cultivated in the palm- 
‘covered oases, especially in the northern Sahara. For 
centuries the transportation of dates has been the chief 
motive for the formation of the great caravan routes 
which run in every direction through the deserts in 
‘Africa and Arabia. The exportation of dates to Nurope 
and to America is an important industry both in North 
Africa and in the countries bordering the Persian Gulf. 
' The value of the dates imported into the 
States alone averaged for the ten years ended June 30, 
1900, $402,762 per annum, as appraised at the exporting 
point, but the real value when received at the American 
was doubtless 50 per cent. greater, or $600,000 a year. 
is value is now exceeded only by the imports of two 
other dried fruits—Zante currants, $916,908 in 1900, and 
Smyrna figs, $513,895, in 1900. Inasmuch as California 
has been producing large quantities of second-class dried 
figs for some years, and since 1900 also Smyrna figs of the 
best quality, it is likely that in the near future the 
value of the imports of figs will fall below that of dates, 
which will then rank second in value an.ong of 
dried fruits. —{ United States Bulletin. | 


THE DAIRY. | 

Prize Butter from Minnesota. | 
HE. butter which scored highest at the recent dairy 
* held under the auspices of the State Dairy As- 
sociation, was made from milk separated at 85 degrees. 
A good starter was added to the milk before it was pa- 
rated. I then took abont 200 pounds of the mornisg'’s 
milk and stirred it constantly while running into the 
separator until the separation was complete. After being 
separated the cream was cooled to 65 degrees and allowed 
to ripen, the temperature gradually getting down to 46 
degrees. This cream contained about 28 per cent. of fat 
at churning time. The butter came in 45 minutes. It 
was drained of the buttermilk and washed once with 

water at 59 degrees. | | 
Salt was added, one ounce 


to a pound of butter. The

volved five times and the batter was finally packed. This 
butter was very high class, as the score shows, and was 
highly praised.

it costs almost as much now to produce corn as it did in 
the year 1860. What benefit modern ideas, improved ma- 
chinery, up-to-date education and better seed have had is 
not evident. While the population has in that time trebled. 
itself, the area planted in corn is Only double, the aver- 
age production to an acre year lu and year out shows 
little change, and the cost of production has been re- 
duced but slightly. For instance, in 1860, 3,853,159 acres 
were planted in corn and 115,174,770 bushels were raised. 
The total value was $48,944,277 and the average cost of 
production was $10.50 an acre. The value of an acre of 
corn was $12.74. Last year by way of contrast 7,955,980 
acres were planted in corn and 275,735,599 bushels were 
raised, worth $11,87 an acre, or a total of $54,426,022 and 
the cost of production was $9 an acre. In these forty- 
four years the Illinois crop has produced a profit in only 
twenty-three seasons. The other twenty-one years show 
a loss. These figures are no doubt correct and as such 
they must stand as a sort of refutation that our farmers 
have been benefited by agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment stations —{Tribune Farmer, |

Eucalyptol. 


ECENTLY, in this department, Prof. 8. M. Wood- 

bridge of South Pasadena recommended the use of 
eucalyptol, in preference to eucalyptus oil, for external 
use. The following communication has been received 
irom R. W. E., a physician: 0 

“I notice in your ‘Care of the Body’ a short article on 
the use of ‘eucalyptol’ as advised by Prof. Woodbridge, 
and giving him as authority on the subject. If Prof. W. 
is authority on eucalyptus preparations we are quite sure 
he would not advise the promiscuous or general use in 
a family of eucalyptol, for owing to the ether in its com- 
position it becomes a powerful and dangerous medicine, 
and should only be used on a physician's prescription. 
noticéd some time ago you advised the use of Dr. 8 
eucalyptus oil because of ita purity. Being interested in 
the subject, | obtained and examined Dr. ‘s oil, and 
wholly agree with you as to its purity and recommenda- 
tions as to its use. I found it absolutely free from ether, 
the dangerous component part of the ordinary eucalyp- 
tus oll as found in the market. 

“I beg to disagree with Prof. Woodbridge regarding 
the use of eucalyptol while I concede its many virtues. It 
is an unsafe remedy excepting as directed by physicians.” 

Here you are again. “Should only be used on a phy- 
sician’s prescription.” If eucalyptol is a “powerful and 
dangerous medicine” it should not be used at all, either 
with or without a physician's prescription. The editor 
has used a couple of drops of it, in a glass of water, every 
morning, for several weeks, and feels pretty well, thank 
you. 
This correspondent is “off his base.” There is nothing 
and can be nothing in eucalyptol that the oil of eucalyp- 
tus does not contain, for it is made by partial distillations 
from the crude or refined oil itself. There is no ether in 
it. It is a homogeneous derivative of eucalyptus oil. g 

It looks almost as if this esteemed medical correspon- 
dent was trying to “boost” a certain brand of eucalyptus 
oil, the name of which the editor has eliminated, as this 
is not an advertising department of The Times. Inciden- 
tally, it may be mentioned that manufacturers of other 
eucalyptus oils claim that the oil referred to is fit only 
for the making of soap. However, this assertion does 
not carry much weight with the editor, because 
‘eucalyptus-oil wen seem to love each other about 
much as do the baking-powder men.

Vegetarianism. 
editor has received a letter — together a 
of the Vegetarian Magazine, published in .. d 
Philadelphia—from Mrs. W. N. F. of Los Angeles, who 
appears to be an ardent vegetarian. The editor bas not 
yet had time to go through the magazine, but will do 60, 
and will also be pleased to receive from time to time 
copy, which the correspondent offers to send. 7 
Vegetarianism is no new thing to the editor. He hi 
studied it thoroughly, and practiced it, for a number 
years, a third of a century ago, in Burope. At t 
he is practically a vegetarian, eating probably not 
than a pound of meat a month, on an average. 
The editor does not believe that vegetarianism, as it is 
usually understood and practiced, is by any means an 
idea] diet. “Vegetarians, as u rule, are not good walkifig 
advertisements for their doctrine, Most of them have a 
pasty appearance, which does not betoken good circula- 
tion and robust health.” The ordinary vegetarian dietary 
is faulty, firstly because it contains too much starch, 
bread of various kinds being an important item in t — 
menu, also potatoes, rice and cereal foods of many kinds. 
Then, again, In the ordinary method of cooking, the nat- 
ural salts, which are found to a greater or leas extent in 
all foods, and are so necessary to the nourishment of the 
nerves, are usually discarded, keeping the body in a haif- 
starved condition. This, of course, is not true of & cereal 
food, as it is usually cooked, but It ie true of boiled. vege- 
tables, which form an important part of the usual vege- 
tarian bill of fare. : 
Again, many vegetarians are likely to gorge themselves 
with a surplus of food that contains little nourishment, 
thus unnecessarily inflating the stomach and bowels, 
leading to the danger of gas and eruptions, and th 
an unnecessary baden upon the digestive organs. 
Further, it must be admitted that the ordinary 
rian menu is insipid’ The foods taste too much alike, 
and lack savory qualities that promote the flow of saliva, 
and so assist digestion. Some of these dishes might be 
improved by the addition of a few simple herbs, such 4s

parsley, or sage or thyme. 
Another point to be made against the ordinary vegets 
rian menu is that it is unnecessarily complicated, invol\ 
ing a large amount of work, in the shape of cooking an 
preparation.

Apart from the moral side 
of the question—upon which much might be * —it is 
better to eat a little meat occasionally, and any other 
food that is reasonably clean, rather than to ip always: 
brooding over what is taken into the stomach. | 

As previously stated, the editor regards the frultarian 
dietary as the idcal. It is simple, cheap, clean and appe- 
ting. also supplying all the material necessary for the 
nourishment of body and brain, especially the highly es- 
sential fat, which is too often peglected by dietetic re- 
formers. 

However, as the editor has said, it is futile to expect to 
suddenly convert a large portion of the human race, who 
have been eating meat since they were children, and 
their ancestors for thousands of years before them, to a 
diet of fruit and nuts. Some may be induced to give such 
a diet a fair trial—especially in this favored section, 
where such food is so plentiful—and most of those who 
do so will undoubtedly admit the improvement in their 
feelings and condition, even though they may not have 
the will power or the desire to continue such a Spartan 
diet. Everyone might, howev?r, with advantage, at least 
cut down considerably the amount of meat consumed.

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Buried Alive. 

NOTHER ghastly story of premature burial comes 

from Austria. The daughter of a wealthy farmer had 
been buried with her rings and jewelry. Two men 
opened the grave, broke open the coffin, and, finding It 
dificult to remove the rings, chopped off three of her 
fingers. This revived her, and she came to, knocking at 
the window of the horrified sexton. Yet some of the doc- 
tors assure us that such a thing as this is impossible. 
Again the editor would ask. how long are we to wait for 
some simple test that will remove from mankind the fear 
of this most awful of all deaths that it is possible to con- 
ceive—burial alive. Is it not. as the editor has said, a 
strong reflection on modern science that no such test has 
apparently yet been discovered, except mortification, and 
in this country we people with such indecent haste 
Into the grave-that ly mortification has not time to 
set in. 

Physicians may talk until they are bive in the face, but 
such facts as that above quoted, which are all too com- | 
mon, cannot be gainsaid, and must necessarily instillanx- - 
jety into the minds of the living. For think of this: 
How often is there any opportunity to ascertain what has 
happened to a person, after he has been buried under- 
ground? Yet, scarcely a month passes that we do not 
read of some case of premature burial. Therefore, it 
would seem as if we must multiply these discovered cases 
by hundreds, if not by thousands, to arrive at the true 
number of those who are buried before they are dead. 
The idea is appalling, and must certainly do much to ſu- 
crease the popularity of cremation. 

We know, as yet, comparatively little about the exit of 
the soul from the body, or the connection between what 
we call the soul and the casket in which it is imprisoned. 
For this reason, special care should be exercised to see 
that before burying a person it should be ascertained to 
a certainty that li is not a temporary trance, but that the 
spirit has really departed. It is now generally admitted 
that Bishop, the mind reader, was not dead, but In a 
trance, when the inquisitive surgeons cut him up, with 
such indecent haste, and so killed him, sure enough. 

Thoughtful persons will insist, before they die, eicher 
that they shall be cremated, their bodies kept until mor- 
tification sets in, or that their hearts shall be pierced 
with a dagger, or some other certain means of insuring 
certain death be adopted. The editor reiterates that it

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The Rock of Gibraltar. 


A VISIT TO THE WORLD-RENOW NED 
„ Orp FortTress 
By a Special Contribator. 


E hed sailed all the morning through the waters 
made historic by the battle of Trafalgar, and had 
| listened with keen interest to a review of the 
naval battle given by a very entertaining fellow- 

ager whose admiration for Admiral Neison is very 
great. Our first view of the Spanish coast and the pictur- 
esque castle of Tarifa suggested tales of those highway- 
men of the sea who lived in this stronghold in bygone 
days and demanded tribute from passing v«esels. All 
sort of possible encounters with .sea pirates suggested 
themselves to a few imaginative passengers, and the 
dipcussion became so serious that they felt sure one sail 
making out from the shore acted sirangoly, and even 
went ao far as to wonder if it were not a modern sea- 
bandit boat. The captain, overhearing the conversation 
reminded them that they were sailing under the German 
Gag, and consequently as safe from molestation as though 
safely ensconced in their own homes. Of course they 
were greatly relieved by this reassurance, and we hur- 
ried below for luncheon and to don our going-ashore 
gowns, returning as soon as possible to catch the first 
glimpse to be had of the strongest fortress in the world 
—the Rock of Gibraltar. | 

I think the impression is general that the rock an be 
eeen for a long distance when approached from the At- 
lantic side. This is not true of the situation; it is not 
until after you have passed the Straits that you see the 
rock away to the left.

FROM FRUIT EXCHANGE. 


Declares Itg Intention to Strive to 


Win Back Favor of Eastern Deal- 
ere Who Have Been Antagonized. 
Advocates F. O.. Plan of Selling 


Oranges.

Now comes the California Citrus 
Union and states its grounds for di- 
vorce. “Incompatibility of tempera- 
ment“ is one of the chief reasons as- 
signed, The Citrus Union, a bride of a 
year, and the Southern California 
Fruit Exchange, the other partner in 
the wedlock, have, according to the 
union statement, found that their in- 
terests differ widely and that the at- 
tempt at compromise is a failure. 

So the Citrus Union withdraws from 
the form of marriage known as the 
California Fruit Agency and declares 
its intention to strive to win back the 
favor of the eastern dealers who have 
been antagonized.

HE WORLD'S GOLD SUPPLY. 

The Mining Journal of London, 
one of the leadigg authorities of the 
world on mining matters, recently 
publishefl some interesting tables of 
the world’s gold production, from the 
year 1851 to 1903. The tables were 
compiled by W. H. Barnard, and are, 
of course, given in pounds sterling by 
the English journal, but have been 
translated {nto dollars, in a review of 
the article published in that excellent 
local journal, the Mining Review. Sta- 
tistics ate usually regarded as dry 
subjects, but figures may sometimes 
be eloquent, as these certainly are. 
They “give to think,” as our French 
friends gay. From the table it is 
gathered that during the five years 
from 1851 to 1855, the average yearly 
gold production of the world was $145.- 
977,000. For the five years from 1891 | 
to 1895, forty years later, the average 
yeatly production was $166,980,000. 
So, as is seen, it took forty-five years 
to show 11 increase of only 21.000, 
The tale told during the succeeding 
eight years, that Ia to say, from 1895 
to 1908, is a very different one. Dur- 
ing those eight years the world’s 
yearly average gold production in- 
creased $170,400,800, the production 
for the year 19023 being $237,584,000: 
in other words, it more than double 
itself duting those eight years. 

Commenting upen the statistics, 
Mining Review says: 

“Whereas in the eight years from 
1895 to 1803. production jumped from 
the latter figures ($166,980.000,) to 
37.584000. If. now, one may ask, 
the world's gold production goes on in- 
creasing in the same ratio during the 
next eight years, which of the two 
metals—gold and silver—will be the 
more precious?” 

It is a well-known fact that gold, 
although the most precious of the met- 
als, is the most widely-diffused metal 
fou on the earth. It is, however, 
mostly Jiffused in such minute quan- 
tities that it cannot be utilized, ax the 
cost of extraction would be more than 


Abe value, For instance, the oceans 


doubtiess contain many times as much 
gold as is now in circulation in the 
world, but no plan has yet been dis- 
covered whereby this gold may be ex- 
tracted at a profit, although a number 
of people have tried their hands at it. 
Then, again, there is an immense 
amount of gold contained in the black 
sand at various points along the coast. 
If this could be profitably extracted 
it would add enormously to the world’s 
output of the yellow metal. 
Obviously, no matter how much we 
may “coddle” and protect gold. by 
giving it a definite value as a metal, 
it must, like any other commodity, 
respond more or less to the crea law 
of supply and demand. Vor instance. 
should gold become much more plen- 


tiful than silver, no earthly power 
could maintain it at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
not to speak of the present ratio of 
over 30 ta 1. That is the only way in 


which the much-talked-of remonetlza- 
tion of silver is likely to be accom- 
plished. 

Another table by Mr. Barnard, in 


the Mining Journal, gives the world's 


gold production by countries. The 
figures are in fine ounces, and are for 
the years 1899, 1990, 1991 and 1903. 
In 1899, Australasia had first place. 
Africa second. United States third. 
In 1990, The United States stood first, 
Australasia second, Canada third. 
Africa a fourth—due to the war. 
In 1901, the United States bad again 
first place, Australasia second, Russia 
third, Canada fourth. In 1902, Aus 


tralasia recovered first place, United 


States was second, Africa third. In 
1908, Australasia was again at the 
head of the list, United States second, 
Africa a good third, Russia fourth. 


XCHANGE SEATS AS ASSETS. 


Considerable interest attaches to 


the ruling of Judge Holt of the United 
States District Court in New York, 
directing a member of the New York 
Stock Exchange to sell his seat for the 
benefit of creditors. The ruling is not 
only contrary to all precedents of the 
exchange, but will, if sustained by the 
higher courts to which appeal has 
been taken, decide a long-disputed 
question of much importance to brok- 
ers and te the public. 


The casg at insue is that of Edward 
8. Hatch of the firm of WHurtburt, 
Hatch & Co., against whom a petition 
in bankruptcy was filed in August 
last. The assets, exclusive of Hatch’s 
seat on the exchange, were far below 
the liabilities. Hatch refused to ap- 
ply the spat te the assets, and the

CITY ATTORNEY'S VIEWS. 
Several _months ago the Council 
passed an ordinance setting aside a 
district in which morgues and under- 
taking establishments might be main- 
tained and prohibiting them anywhere 
else. The weakness in that ordinance 
Was that it provided that existing 
morgues and undertaking establish- 
ments should not be disturbed. This 
clause proved to be the faulty link 
that enabled the attorneys to break 
the chain on a court decision. 

City Attorney Mathews has since ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Council 
would not be exceeding its authority 
in setting aside a district for morgues 
and undertaking establishments as a 
health measure. He stipulated, how- 
ever, that there could be no exceptions 

favor of existing establishments. 

r. Mathews yesterday afternoon suid 
that the courts would doubtless uphold 
the validity of an ordinance prohibit- 
ing the establishment of morgues with- 
in 150 feet of a schoolhouse, church or 
dwelling-house. He said that a simi- 
lar ordinance relating to carpet-beating 
establishment had been sustained by 
the courts ag a health measure. 

The present agitation of the matter 
of establishing ‘undertaking parlors in 
the residence districts was occasioned 
by the intrusion of Cunningham & 
O'Connor in the residence district 
south of Pico street. Since the increase 
of property values and the consequent 
high rentals in the Wusiness districts 
a number of undertakers have moved 
south and west. Some of them went so 
far into the heart of fashionable resi- 
dence sections as to occasion the sus- 
pition of securing sites for the express 
purpose of selling out at a fine profit 
to neighbors who objected to having 
a morgue for a next-door neighbor. 


FIRE BOARD. 

MANY FALSE ALARMS. 

, of Police Hammel has been ap- 
peaied to by the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners to lend the assistance of his 
department in running down the mis- 
creants who during the last two weeks 
have been turning in false alarms of 
fire. Chief Strohm yesterday morning 
told the commission that there appears 
to be a lar epidemic of false 
alarms, but that, so far, none of the 
guilty parties have been apprehended. 
He said that two came in Thursday 
afternoon from Boyle Heights and that 
Patrolman Hale, who has a beat on the 
east side of the river, reported that he 
had detected two boys in the act of 
turning in an alarm. The chief sald 
that Hale refused to divuige their 
to swear to complaints 
against them. This matter will also 
be laid before Chief of Police Ham- 
mel and the arrest of the youthful in- 
corrigibles may follow. 

Commissioner Thompson said that 
penalties were provided by statute for 
tufning In false alarms and e 
the opinion that it was time to maxe 
an exanivle of some offender. 

Chief Strohm reported that accidents 
to horses and engines in the depart- 

mn: frequently occurred through the 


tiun of the streets over whieh it was 
necessary to drive to respond to an 
alarm of fire. He said that the streets 
were frequentiy torn up for improve- 
ment of some kind and that the drivers 
had no way of khewing on what 
streets work was being done. 

On motion of Commissioner Yates 
the board passed a resolution asking 
the Superintendent of Streets to notify 
the Chief's office whenever a street 
was being improved. These notices 
will be sent to each e and 
drivers will be expected, in the future, 
to know the condition of the streets in 
their respective districts. Ignorance of 
the fact that Chavez street was being 
improved, recently caused the wreck of 
one of the big engines of the depart- 
ment, in which both horses were killed 
and two firemen severely injured. 

Like a woman's letter the most im- 
portant business transacted at the 
meeting was in the postscript. After 
the commission had regularly ad- 
journed and Commissioner Kuhrts had 
left the committee room, Chief Strohm 
suddenly recalled that the department 
was short of fire hose. Commissioner 
Dirks called the other commissionérs to 
order and a resolution was passe 
asking the Council to advertise for 
5060 feet of two and a half-inch fire 
howe for use in the new engine-houses. 

Six months ago the Council in pur- 
chasing hose for the department 
wanted to get an extra 5000 feet, but 
Chief Strohm went before the Counctl 
and salad that so much hose would nut 
be needed inside of two years.

WATER JOUST. 


Old English Game of Tilting Seon to 

be Revived in 

Carnival. 

When the Exhibition of Sports and 
James is opened at the Crystal Palace 
next month an attempt will be made 
to popularize the old English sport of 
water tilting, says the London Mail. 
The water joust was 4 popular pas- 
time with young Englishmen of the 
fifteenth century. Occasionally it has 
been seen at isolated carnivals in mod- 
ern days. In France it has been pope- 
jar for some years, and many French 
picture postcards show exciting mo- 
ments in the game.
